I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  a Report  for  the 
year  1938,  upon  the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of 
Haltemprice — an  “Ordinary  Report” — in  accordance  with 
the  instructions  and  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  1728.

2.— SOCIAL  CONDITIONS,  LOCAL 
INDUSTRIES,  Etc. 

These  remain  much  the  same  as  detailed  in  previous 
reports.  No  new  industries  have  been  obtained,  but  many 
new  houses  of  villa,  semi-villa  and  modern  “ working-class  ” 
types  have  been  added  during  the  year. 


3 -UNEMPLOYMENT 

Unemployment  was  markedly  less  than  in  1937 — many 
finding  work  in  the  Capper  Pass  Works  and  Blackburn 
Works,  outside  the  Haltemprice  boundary,  and  many  in  the 
building  trade,  etc.,  in  the  area,  while  a special  spurt  was 
made  in  September  in  connection  with  preparation  of  material 
and  the  construction  of  protective  trenches  and  dug-outs  and 
other  activities  under  A.R.P. 


4.— EXTRACTS  FROM  VITAL  STATISTICS

This  gives  an  annual  birth-rate  of  15.8  compared  with  15.1 
for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales. 


Still  Births  numbered  20 — 8 being  males  and  12 
females,  all  being  legitimate. 


Deaths  numbered  268 — being  129  males  and  139 
females — giving  an  annual  death-rate  of  9.4  for  the  year, 
compared  with  10.9  for  the  year  1937  and  11.6  for  the  whole 
of  England  and  Wales  for  1938.  The  comparability  factor 
for  the  district  of  Haltemprice  is  0.90  — this  would  give  a 
corrected  death-rate  of  8.46.

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5.— SCHOOLS. 

The  sanitary  condition  and  water  supply  of  the  Schools 
throughout  the  area  are  satisfactory,  and  it  is  a fact  worthy 
of  special  comment  that  the  new  Schools  recently  built  by 
the  East  Hiding  County  Council,  in  Willerby  and  Anlaby, 
are  of  the  most  modern  design  and  admirable  in  every  way. 
Owing  to  the  rapid  development  within  the  past  3 or  4 
years,  further  School  accommodation  is  becoming  a necessity, 
and  it  is  satisfactory  to  know  that  another  modern  School  is 
to  be  erected  at  an  early  date. 

6.  — LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Remains  as  described  in  previous  Annual  Reports. 

7. — AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

The  Council  have  an  agreement  with  an  experienced 
firm  in  Hull,  who  own  5 Ambulances,  for  the  use  of  an 
Ambulance  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night,  but  as  road 
accidents  are  dealt  with  almost  entirely  by  the  Police,  and 
Poor  Law  cases  by  the  Public  Assistance  Committee,  the 
employment  of  the  Council  Ambulance  has  been  infrequent, 
and  the  service,  as  arranged  at  present,  seems  to  meet  the 
necessities. 

8.  —NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

Remains  as  described  in  previous  Annual  Reports. 

9.—' TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS. 

There  are  4 Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  in 
Haltemprice — one  each  in  Cottingham,  Willerby,  Anlaby 
and  Hessle. 

The  East  Riding  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the 
organisation  and  administration  in  each  case. 

10. — HOSPITALS. 

(Public  and  Voluntary). 

The  Local  Authority  have  no  Hospitals  of  their  own. 
Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  removed  by  agreement  to  the 
Hull  Corporation  Hospital,  while  cases  of  Tuberculosis  are 
treated  at  the  East  Riding  County  Council  Sanatorium  at 
Raywell. 
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Where  hospital  treatment  is  required  for  other  cases  of 
illness,  either  medical  or  surgical,  the  following  institutions 
are  available  within  easy  distance,  viz.  : — 

Royal  Infirmary,  Hull. 

Victoria  Hospital  for  Sick  Children,  Hull. 

Orthopoedic  and  Women’s  Hospital,  Hull. 


11.— WATER. 

Haltemprice  derives  its  main  supply  from  the  Hull 
Corporation,  the  water,  although  rather  hard,  being  of 
undoubted  purity  and  abundant  supply  and  piped  throughout 
the  district.  A few  hand -pumps  from  private  boreholes  still 
exist,  but  they  are  being  gradually  replaced,  especially 
where  the  houses  concerned  are  in  close  proximity  to  a pipe 
line. 

12.— DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

This  has  been  the  subject  of  serious  consideration  on 
numerous  occasions  throughout  the  year.  Evidence  of 
inadequacy  of  the  sewers  to  deal  with  heavy  storm  water 
resulted  in  flooding  in  different  areas  on  several  occasions, 
this  flooding  taking  place  at  both  low  and  high  levels,  and 
there  is  no  doubt  that  as  building  and  street  making  continue 
early  and  drastic  steps  will  have  to  be  taken  to  prevent  the 
continuance  of  conditions  which  must  not  be  allowed.  This 
matter  at  present  is  sub  judice,  and  the  Ministry  are  in 
possession  of  all  the  facts  relating  to  this  and  of  the  steps 
taken  up  to  present. 

13.— CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

On  the  formation  of  the  new  Urban  District  of 
Haltemprice,  the  Council  decided  to  carry  out  a Privy 
Conversion  Scheme  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health 
Acts,  Amendment  Act,  1907,  and  later  under  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936. 

The  following  table  shows  briefly  the  progress  made 
with  the  Scheme  up  to  the  31st  December,  1938,  and  also 
includes  the  number  of  other  Privies  converted  privately 
without  any  cost  to  the  Council > .

22.— NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 
during  the  year  1938. 

These  consisted  principally  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  or 
Diphtheria  (see  attached  table),  and  were  scattered  about 
all  over  the  area.  Four  cases  where  Isolation  and  Nursing 
were  deemed  adequate  were  treated  at  home,  the  others 
being  removed  to  Hospital.  The  Council  supply  Diphtheria 
Anti-Toxin  and  Immunising  Serum  free  of  cost,  and  there 
has  been  an  increase  in  the  numbers  treated  by  Local 
Medical  Practitioners  in  connection  with  this  service,  but  it 
seems  difficult  to  educate  the  general  public  in  this  respect. 
The  preparation  used  is  T.  A F.  (Burroughs,  Wellcome  or 
Evans  Lescher).  School  intimations  of  doubtful  character 
are  always  investigated  by  a Sanitary  Inspector  and  in  many 
cases  by  myself.

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34  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  added  to  the  register 
in  1938 — 14  being  males  and  20  females.  Of  these  24  were 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  2 were  Meningeal,  and  the  others 
Glands  of  the  Neck.  All  the  recorded  deaths,  11  in  number, 
were  of  patients  on  the  register  : 9 Pulmonary  and  2 cases 
of  Tubercular  Meningitis, 

The  notification  of  Tuberculosis  is  satisfactory,  and  I 
have  not  found  one  “ Concealed  ” case  during  the  year. 
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24.— PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS. 

No  cases  have  come  to  notice. 

25.— GENERAL  REMARKS. 

In  my  report  for  1937,  I said  “The  Council  have  plenty 
of  work  ahead  of  them — the  completion  of  their  Slum 
Clearance  Scheme,  the  advancement  of  their  Main  Drainage 
Scheme,  the  improvement  of  the  Public  Cleansing  Services 
and  the  completion  of  their  Playing  Fields  and  Parks 
Scheme.” 

Some  advance  has  been  made  under  all  these  headings, 
but  the  crisis  of  September,  and  the  subsequent  concentration 
of  Members  of  the  Council  and  of  the  Staff  on  A.R,  P.,  have 
undoubtedly  been  the  cause  of  unavoidable  delay. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  given  in  Circular 
1728,  I have  deleted  from  my  report,  this  year,  matters  in 
connection  with  which  there  has  not  been,  or  is  not  likely  to 
be,  any  alteration  of  the  statements  given  in  my  previous 
reports. 

I should  again — as  on  previous  occasions — like  to  express 
my  appreciation  of  the  kindness  of  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Council,  and  of  the  assistance  I have  always 
had  from  other  Members  of  the  Staff — especially  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors.

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There  are  4 retailers  distributing  accredited  milk  within 
the  District,  viz.  : — Miss  E.  M.  Smith,  Portington,  Mr.  D. 
Pauling,  Hull,  Messrs.  Riley’s  Dairies,  Ltd.,  Hull,  and  Mr. 
A.  Moore,  Cottingham,  and  one  retailer  of  Certified  T.T. 
milk — Messrs.  I’Anson  & Scott,  Anlaby. 

One  of  the  retailers,  Messrs.  Riley’s  Dairies,  Ltd.,  hold  a 
Supplementary  Licence  granted  by  your  Council,  the 
Principal  Licence  being  granted  by  the  City  and  County  of 
Kingston  upon  Hull,  whilst  the  other  4 are  licensed  by  the 
East  Riding  County  Council. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  Messrs.  The  Hull  Co-op  Society 
Messrs.  Clover  Dairies,  Ltd,  and  Messrs.  Riley’s  Dairies,  Ltd., 
hold  supplementary  licences  granted  by  this  Council  to  retail 
Pasteurised  Milk  within  the  District,  the  Principal  Licences 
being  granted  by  the  City  and  County  of  Kingston  upon  Hull. 

Certified  T.T.  milk  is  produced  by  Messrs.  I’Anson  and 
Scott,  at  Anlaby. 

The  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk  shops  have  been  visited 
and  kept  under  observation  and  one  cowshed  at  Hessle  was 
found  to  be  structurally  unsatisfactory.  This  was  condemned 
and  a new  cowshed  erected. 

All  have  been  thoroughly  cleansed  and  limewashed 
during  the  year. 


FOOD  INSPECTION. 

During  the  year  numerous  visits  have  been  paid  to 
slaughter  houses,  butchers’  shops,  etc.,  for  the  purpose  of 
inspection  of  foods.  The  inspection  carried  out  is  of  a routine 
type,  and  the  method  of  inspection  as  regards  meat  is  that 
recommended  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  Memorandum  on 
Meat  Inspection,  Memo.  62/Foods,  and  it  is  generally  found 
that  inspection  on  these  lines  produces  satisfaction  and  safet  y 
both  to  the  butcher  and  the  consumer. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  inspect  the  carcass  and  organs  of 
each  animal  slaughtered,  and  the  meat  exposed  for  sale  in 
Haltemprice  is  undoubtedly  of  a very  high  quality.

Routine  meat 
inspection  is  carried  out.  Special  notice  of  intention  to 
slaughter  on  days  other  than  regular  slaughter  days  is 
forwarded  to  the  Health  Departments.

HOUSE  REFUSE  AND  NIGHTSOIL  COLLECTION 

AND  DISPOSAL. 

The  scavenging  of  the  district  has  been  carried  out 
satisfactorily,  and  few  complaints  were  received  during 
the  year,  but  despite  this  the  service  requires  over- 
hauling, and  the  Council  are  at  the  moment  considering 
schemes  for  the  improvement  of  the  methods  of  collection 
and  disposal. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  and  nightsoil  in  the 
Cottingham  and  Central  Wards,  and  the  Eastern  area  of  the 
Hessle  Ward,  is  carried  out  by  Contract,  whilst  the  Western 
area  of  Hessle  is  done  by  direct  labour. 

All  house  refuse  in  the  3 Wards  is  disposed  of  in  the 
following  manner  : — 

Cottingham  Ward — Controlled  tipping  into  the  Cross 

Roads  Pit,  Cottingham. 

Central  „ One  Contractor  tips  at  the 

Riplingham  Cross  Roads  tip, 
whilst  the  other  uses  the 
Hessle  Tip  and  both  are  ‘ 'con- 
trolled.” 

Hessle  „ Controlled  tipping  on  tip  near 

the  Humber  Bank. 

The  Council  propose  to  adopt  a scheme  for  using  direct 
labour  scavenging  of  the  Eastern  area  of  Hessle,  this  will 
commence  at  the  expiration  of  the  present  contract  on 
March  31st,  1939,  whilst  a further  scheme  for  the  Central 
Ward  will  be  adopted  on  October,  1st,  1939. 

All  the  above  tipping  sites  are  in  open  areas  at 
considerable  distances  from  populated  areas  and  have  proved 
satisfactory. 

With  regard  to  the  nightsoil  collected,  this  is  disposed 
of  to  the  market  gardeners  in  the  district  for  manuring 
purposes. 


DISINFECTION. 


Disinfections  were  carried  out  at  premises  after  every 
case  of  Infectious  Disease,  and  bedding,  etc.,  was,  by  special 
arrangements,  disinfected  at  the  Hull  Corporation’s  Disin- 
fecting Station.
